He is op- 
posed to excesses on either side; prohibli- 
tion, he insists, is an excess as much 
as intemperance. 
‘‘Liquor’’, he said, earnestly, 
‘‘would be sold just as much under 
‘ prohibition laws 
as under well- 
regulated license. 
The consequence 
is ‘that liquor 
would be sold contrary to law, in- 
stead of in’ accord with the law. 
When a law is flagrantly violated it 
brings. legislation’ into contempt. It 
creates a spiritiof hypocrisy and de- 
ception; it induces men to do insidi- 
ously and by stealth what they would 
otherwise do openly and abBove board. 
“Yet all good men, all good citi- 
zens, are in favor of temperance. 
But you cannot by legislation, or by 
civil action compel any man to the 
performance of good and righteous 
deeds. 


“Let the virtue of temperature be 
proclaimed in all the churches. Let 
the family inculcate in the children 
the spiritual and temporal blessings 
which spring from a life of temper- 
ance and sobriety. Let the father 
and the mother impress upon their 
children the terrible consequences of 
drunkenness.

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INDUSTRIAL COMBINATIONS IN MISSOURI 

When they were first considered, John pf 
Rockefeller’s “Random Reminiscences” seemed 
to ramble pleasantly merely for the sake of 
pleasing the public. 

This is what would be expected of remi- 
niscences of himself intended to be given out at 
random, ag they come up in the mind of a man 
who has made profitable observations of the 
life of one full generation and the better part 
of another. 

After rambling in this way, however, they 
come to a deliberate conclusion on which Mis- 
souri also has been obliged to deliberate at 
length during the last four years, / 

Thig deliberate conclusion is that “it is too 
late to argue about the advantages of industrial 
combinations; they are a necessity.” Further 
than this: “If Americans are to have the privi- 
lege of extending their businesg in all the states 
of the Union and into foreign countries as well, 
they are of necessity on a large scale and re- 
quire the agency of more than one corporation.” 

It is too late to argue this,.as it was provided 
for fully in the first State Constitution and the 
earliest State laws of Missouri. Under these, in- 
dustrial combinations organized in St. Louis and 
incorporated by Missouri, opened up the West 
and did as great a work as had been done in the 
history of civilization. They extended their in- 
fluence throughout the United States to foreign 
countries. Responsible citizens had the power 
of making responsible combinations for business 
purposes. As many industrial: corporations as 








poses of business and public policy, Missour! 
chartered. 

With these great and useful powers, if indus- 
trial combinations still existing, it has been 
shown in the last four years that a deliberate 
and systematic attempt was in progress to de- 
prive Missow i and the country of their industrial 
benefit. 

A “giant corporation” already organized out- 
side the State proceeded to multiply itself into 
other corporations, with no visible limit on the 
process. 

It showed that it was part of its system to pro- 
duce any number of these at will and to turn 
them loose into Missouri and other states at, 
will, combining them at will and using them at 
pleasure, to drive out of business corporations, 
created as industrial combinations of responsible 
citizens, combined by law for the purposes 2f 
law. 

This was proven by investigation, made by 
the Attorney-General of Missouri. It is not too 
late to argue what it means. As an issue in the 
Missouri campaign for the governorship, it is 
clearly defined. If it is the issue Mr. Rocke- 
feller leads up to in his “Random_.Remi- 
niscences,” Missouri has not yet seen the neces- 
sity for combinations of that kind. But what 
does Candidate Hadley think? And what does 
Candidate Cowherd think of the Rockefeller 
theory of necessity?

MR. HADLEY ON PROHIBITION. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. ‘ 

The unfailing fairness with which your paper has 
treated me, both in the editorial.and news columns, 
prompts me to write you in answer to your editorial 
concerning my attitude toward State-wide prohibition, 
in your issue of Oct. & While a candidate for pub- 


lie office cannot, in the midst of a campaign, answer 
every newspaper criticism, yet it has always been 
my policy to answer newspaper criticlgms when i 
thought that they were made in good faith, but based 
upow a misunderstanding of facts. In this editoria! 
you raise the question as to whether I do not include 
all brewers and all saloon g@geepers under the general 
designation, “lawless liquor interests.” I feel confi- 
dent that this question was prompted by a failure to 
carefully read the letter that I had sent to Mr. Far- 
is, in answer to his challenge to meet him in joint 
debate. In that letter I said: “I do not want any 
votes through a misunderstanding of my position, nor 
do I want anybody to vote against me through a mis- 
understanding of my position. As I have heretofare 
stated, I am not in favor of State-wide prohibition, 
for the reason that I do not believe that the cause 
of temperance and good government would be sub- 
served thereby. I believe with Dr. Lyman Abbott in 
the conclusion stated in the October number of the 
Outlook, in commenting upon the working of the pre- 
hibitory law in Maine, that ‘the only conciusion that 
can be safely drawn is that prohibition is not suited 
to the needs and life of large cities." I thiuk it is ad- 
visable to let the people of each county and city de 
cide, as may be provided by law, as to whether they 
wish to prohibit therein the sale of intoxicating 
liquors, or undertake the regulation of the traftic 
through the Meensed saloon. I am in entire accord 
with the declarations of the Republican State piat- 
form to the effect that the two propositions of com> 
trolling importance in the liquor question are that} 
‘The saloons must obey the laws of the State, what- 
ever those laws may be, and that they must not be 
permitted to nominate and elect our public officials.’ 
So long as the law permits the licensed saloon, the 
saloon keeper who obeys the law is entitled to the 
law’s protection, and an absolutely square déal from 
the State. All this he will receive from me, in case 
of my election to the office of Governor.

Structure Is of Unique Design 
and @ne of Handsomest 
in City. 





The committee in charge, of which Lu- 
ther Ely Smith is chairman, has com- 
pleted all arrangements for the dedica- 
tion of the new Second Baptist Church, 
which will be formally opened Sunday, 
Oct. 138. 

The church, recently completed, is one 
of the handsomest in St. Louis, and is 
of unique design. It is at the northeast 
corner of King’s highway and McPher- 
son avenue, and fronts on McPherson. 

The chureh is built in two separate 
parts, connected by a loggia, or peri- 
style. 

The combination structure includes the 
following rooms: 

1.An auditorium capable of seatmhg 
not léss than 1200 persons, with the 
necessary accessories, such as pastor’s 
room, clerk’s office, reception room, foy- 
er, lobby, stair halls, vestibules, etc. 

2. A-room for prayer meetings and the 
general and social gatherings of the 
congregation during the week, to take 
care of at least 400 persons. 

38. A large-sized reem for a ladies’ par- 
lor. : 

4. A boys’ club. 

5. A dining and entertainment room, 
with kitch@n, serving rooms and pro- 
vision for a stage. 

6. A Sunday school room capable of 
accommodating about 1000 children. 

7. Living quarters for tne caretaker 
and his family.

Connection was obtained by an open 
loggia on the west and a closed one on 
the east, thus forming a court yard or 
cloister. As the crowning feature of 
the whole composition, and upon the 
axis of the,court to the east was 
placed the campanile (a special gift), 
which unifies the whole scheme. 
_.Along the alley are found the boiler 
rooms which are effectively screened 
from McPherson avenue by the low 
building of the caretakers’ quarters. 
The decorating and glass of the audi- 
torium find their strongest note in the 
treatment of the supporting columns 
of the clerestory, which are of a green 
scagliola resting on black marble bases 
and plinths and crowned by capitals of 
old gold. 

No memorial windows are used, so a 
uniform and geometrical design was 
adopted for all the windows of each 
kind,-the only variation being the con- 
ventionalized representation of the 
fruits and flowers of Palestine, which 
are used in the tympani of the main 
‘aisle openings. 

The woodwork of the room is of 
fumed oak of a soft brown color, not 
dark, nor with any suggestions of yel- 
low, but rather of a greyish tone. 
Springing from the clerestory walls and 
resting. on large corbels done in dull 
gold are the cased and panelled wood 
trusses following the curve of the two 
great arches, while the ceiling “thus 
divided into bays is further sub-divided 
into oblong plastered panels by moulded 
purlins and. rafters, the whole treated 
in a large way in tones of brown to har- 
monize with the wood, thus producing 
an effect of great size and simplicity. 
The building is entirely brick, the 
walls being of buff brick, trimmed with 
brick of light and dark brown. 

The most striking feature of the build- 
ing is the high tower, rising from the 
center of the loggia.

SPARTENBURG, 8. C., Oct. 10.—In 
the heart of Spartenburg, with its 20,- 
000 population, a mob of infuriated citi- 
zens, at times numbering a thousand, 
fought today and tonight with military 
and ‘civil authorities for possession of 
John Irby, a negro, who attacked Miss 
Lillie Dempsey earlier in the day while 
she was on her,way here from Saxon 
Mill village, three miles away. 

Four persons were wounded, one of 
them seriously, and John Sparks, a res- 
taurant keeper, was arrested and held 
without bail on the. charge of shooting 
Shertrf Nichols, who was slightly wound- 
ed, in the exchange of shots between 
mob and authorities who were protecting 
the trembling prisoner in Jail. 


The first shot came from a window of : 


the Jail, followed by others. Then a 
shot was fired/from the crowd. This 
broke a window in the Jail and slight- 
ly wounded Sheriff Nichols. Those 
wounded by/ the officers’ fire were: Gro- 
ver Fowler,14 years old, shot in the 
arm.and ha Ernest Foster, 20 years 
old, seriously ‘wounded in the side and 
shoulder; and a named Carner, 20 
years old, slightly wounded in the hip.

Just before nightfall, the guard at the 
‘fallen augniented.by the - Morgan 
Rifles, 50 strong, from Clifton, a mill 
town. The Hampton Guards, 40 strong, 

had“been at the Jail since 1 o’cleck to- 

day. A hundred regulation army rifles, 
protruded from windows, doors and 
porches of the Jail. Gov. Ansel left his 
home in Greenville, 40 miles west of 
here, on a special train tonight. 

As this is a prohibition town, th 
main source of supplying liquor i 
through the office of the Southern Ex- 
press Co., and that establishment, as a 
measure of precaution, was closed so 
far as the delivery of whisky was con- 
cerned. There were threats of dynamit- 
ing the Jail and precautions were taken 
to guard known supplies of the explo- 
sive. sf 

While the crime of the negro, Irby, 
was the chief cause of the mob’s fury, 
the presence . in the Jail of two other 
negroes, againyt whom there have been 
threats of violence, added to the excite- 
ment. One of these, Clarence Agnew, 
wrecked a passenger train on the main 
line of the Southern Railway, two weeks 
ago, near Duncan, 8. C., and the en- 
gineer and fireman were killed, The oth- 
er, Will Foster, was twice convicted of 
the murder of John Young, a white man, 
last November. These circumstances 

it certain that entrance of the mob 
into the Jail meant a triple lynching. 


Shooting in Street.

court. The date of his trial has not 
been set. 

Mrs. Raney, her son Thad and her 
daughter, Myrtle, who is Albert Baker's 
wife, were all charged with participa- 
tion in the attempt to murder Baker, 
whose life was insured for $10,000 in his 
wife’s favor. 

Attorneys for the defense feared the 
effect of the graphic story told. by 
Baker of the desperate fight in the dark- 
ness between himself and two women 
and a man. These, he sa, were his 
wife and her mother and brother. The 
two women have been convicted of mur- 
derous assault and sentenced to six 
years in State’s prison. 

Mrs. Baker, the wife, was tried firat 
and sentenced to six years in the Peni- 
tentiary. Mrs. Raney was found guilty 
Friday and given a five-year sentence. 

When the verdict was read Mrs. Ra- 
ney leaped to her feet in the courtroom 
and cursed the jurors.

HE reports I have received 
T are the best.

S this is the first day of reg- 
A istration up the State, it 
would be absurd to give an 
estimate backed up by figures at 
this time. 1 am impressed by the 
favorable tone of the reports that 
reach me from the counties which 
may be safely regarded as normal- 
ly Republican. I think the State 
will be carried by a substantial 
plurality for Mr. Taft and that 
Gov. Hughes will command the 
same number of votes. 











Taft will lose, if present conditions 
continue, 64,99 and Mr. Bryan will gain 
1062. The estimates show that while 
Mr. Taft will not hold all of the Roose- 
velt vote of four years ago, he will 
command at least 6 per cent of it. 

It is a significant fact that none of 
the new parties figures in the calcula- 
tion of the leaders of the old parties. 
In some of the factory towns the So- 
cialiste votes is referred to, but ap- 
parently is not a disturbing factor, in 
the opinions of the regular organization 
leaders, who are depending on the hold 
of the older parties to keep voters 
within the old lines. 

Mr. Taft is not conceded to be as pop- 
ular a candidate as President Roose- 
velt or as good a vote getter. Little, if 
any explanation is offered by the Re- 
publican leaders to account for the in- 
dicated falling off in their party vote, 
beyond the fact that it is primarily due 
to industrial causes. 

Chairmen Aid Estimate. 

Through its correspondents in the 4 
counties of the State, outside of Great- 
er New York, the Post-Dispatch obtained 
estimates from county chairmen of both 
Republican and Democratic organiza- 
tions of the probable vote of their re- 
spective parties. These estimates were 
thoroughly analyzed, allowances were 
made for indiMdual prejudice and con. 
cessions made where conditions justi- 
fied. 

The correspondents were cautioned to 
preserve fairness and impartiality in 
making estimates, and to take into con- 
sideration local conditions and the So- 
clalist vote. 

The reductions noted in the up-state 
Republican estimates are mainly in the 
factory centers, and are due to these 
causes: 

1. Industrial conditions affecting many 
thousands of employes. 

2. Dissatisfaction of voters with the 
old parties. 

3. Opposition to Gov. Hughes because 
of his reforms.

The canvass was made to determine 
the trend of the minds of the voters 
of those three States regarding the 
Presidency. Special attention was paid 
to the contest for the governorship in 
the State of New York. 

The task of obtaining an impartia! 
expression of opinion from the voters 
of New York City was begun several 
days before the first day of registration, 
Monday, Oct. 6. Past experience estab- 
lished that the most reliable method of 
sounding public sentiment was by re- 
turn’ postal cards. 

In previous years other newspapers 
have sent to registered voters in selecte3 
voting precincts postal cards requesting 
them to indicate how they will vote ard 
how they had voted in preceding elec- 
tions and in the selection of districts 
it had been customary to pick out a few 
election districts scattered throughout 
the greater city. The importance of the 
present poll was so great that the World 
and the Post-Dispatch departed from the 
accepted custom and determined to: pol! 
not only election districts, but Asser - 
bly districts, so that in the final sum- 
ming up the expression of thousands 
could be taken into consideration where 
heretofore only hundreds figured. 


How the Poll Was Planned. 


It was argued that 10,000 voters indi- 
cating their choice would afford a much 
more thorough basis for purposes of 
comparison and deduction than would 
1000. It was argued also that the man 
who registered would be more apt to 
reply to the postal request if that was 
made to him immediately after rigs- 
tration than if he were approached 
with such a request several days later. 
Having determined upon these 
changes in the method of obtaining the 
sentiment of the voters of New York 
the canvassers received on Tuesday, the 
day following the first day of registra- 
tion, a list of the voters decided upon. 

The assembly districts polled by pos- 
ta) card included four in Manhattan, 
four in Brooklyn, two in Queen’s and 
the borough of Richmond, and those 
polled included—with few exceptions— 
all the voters registered in these as- 
sembly districts on the first day. In all 
%,000 return postal cards were sent out. 
Of the Manhattan districts two are Re- 
publican and\ two Democratic. The 
same held true in Brooklyn, and in 
Queen's one was Republican and one 
Democratic. 

Compilation of the result was the 
most difficult task of any election 
poll ever undertaken in New Yerk, be- 
cause of the unprecedented splitting of 
ballots. For a voter to change from 
Roosevelt to Bryan and Hughes to 
Chanier was very cOmmon. Another 





common change was from Parker to | 


- 





‘Taft and Hearst to Chenier, or Hughes. 


to Chanier. 

A question often asked in connection 
with efforts to test political opinion in’ 
this way is as to how seriously the 
voter regards the straw ballot. The ar- 
gument has been advanced that this 
must depend upon the paper making the 
request. No higher testimonial to the 
value of the poll could be desired than 
the manner in which New York voiers 
replied to this quest for information. 


There was not an average of one bal- 
jot in one thousand mutilated or even 
unintelligible. The vote bore evidence of 
being the serivus expressfon of the po: | 
litical intentions of those who cast: the 
ballots. A considerable number took 
the pains to note on the ballot that they 
had not yet decided for whom to vote 
either for President or Governor. This 
indecision in the majority of cages ap- 
plied to the presidential candidates 
rather than to the governorship.

Guilty of Nothing in 
Particular. 


ROBBERS RIDE GRATIS 





Scorned Pay-Now Idea, Took 
Spin, Abandoned Convey- 
ance and Disappeared. 


The person or persons who stole a 
street car from the United Rallways 
barn at Prairie and Easton avenues 
early yesterday are likely to escape ar- 
rest, and the unprecedented’ robbery 
promises to remain one of the unsolved 
mysteries of the Police Department. 

According to Assistant Prosecuting 
Attorney Falkenhainer tha street car 
thieves are guilty of nothing, as far as 
the la wis concerned. Thetr moral tur- 
pitude may be great, but the law does 
not recognize their act, in taking the 
car, as a crime. 

According to Mr. Falkenhainer, the 
United Railways is in the predicament 
known to the law as ‘damnum absque 
injuria.’’ That is, it has been injured 
without being damaged, or damaged 
without being injured, as the case may 
be. 

Here’s the Law in the Case, 

“The act of taking said street car 
and riding around in it,” said Mr. Fal- 
kenhainer, “is in the same category 
with driving off a horse and buggy or 
an automobile. As long as said‘ vehicle 
was not offered for sale there was no 
larceny, and as long as said vehicle Was 
not broken or injured ‘n any way there 
was no malicious destruction of prop- 
ty.” 

So far as the police have been able 
to learn, the thieves did not offer ‘to 
sell the car to anybody. Therefore, 


even should the culprits be apprehend- 
ed, a iarceny charge would be without 
a leg’ to stand on. 

And the car was found: thtact and 
uninjured at Fourteenth street. and 
Washington avenue, where the robbers, 
pirates, or whatever the offenders 
should be called, abandoned the ‘‘ar- 
ticle.’’ Therefore, a charge of: malici- 
ous destruction of property also would 
be without a said leg to stand on. 


Now, Here Are the Facts, 

The facts are: 

The car, after a day’s faithful serv- 
ice, stood on a spur track near the 
Easton avenue barn. Some time between 
3 and 5 a. m. the thieves boarded the ve- 
hicle and ran away with it. What route 
they took and what their purpose was 
are questions shrouded in deepest mys- 
tery. 

Some of the seats looked as though 
they had been sat on, but this evidence 
is not regarded by the police as strong 


enough to prove that the thieves used 
the car as a means of carrying passen- 


gers for hire, which might have been 
a crirme on the statute books if any 
Legislature ever had conceived the idea 
that human beings would steal a trol- 
ley car. 

Between 5 and 6 a. m. the crew of a 
Page owl car found the stolen “arti- 
cle’ blocking their path at Fourteenth 
and Washington. The car was run back 
to the barn and the theft was reported 


to the police. 

Neither Chief Creeey nor Chief of 
Detectives Smith is inclined to think 
that the ruling of the Assistant Prose- 
cuting.

Many accute injuries 
resulted from these tackles which this 
year will be in a measure avoided, ow- 
ing to the fact that both sides are not 
allowed to tackle until the ball is taken 
hand can only use their,hands in order 
to push aside a man in their way. 

The matter of hurdling has been 
straigtened out and a man can jump 
over a line, provided he does not Jump 
over with both knees or both feet fore- 
most. The rule which disallows the de- 
fensive team from interfering with the 
kicker was the result of a game be- 
tween Michigan and Wisconsin in 1899. 
In that gameé Pat O’Dea was repeatedl) 
roughed by France, tackle on Michigan, 
until in self-defense he slugged him, 
when both were disqualified. In those 
days the kicker, after booting the ball 
could put his side on-side, that is, give 
them an opportunity to recover the ball, 
the moment he ran up to or beyond the 
ball. As an excuse from keeping the 
fullback from doing this, the opposing 
player would rough~him in the hope of 
putting him out of the game. 

The line of scrimmage has been 
changed so that instead of both lines 
being head to head, they are now sepa- 
rated by the length of the ball. Instead 
of having two officials as formerly, we 
now ‘have four—a referee, umpire, field 
judge and head linesman. The National 
and American baseball teams might 
take cognizance of this ruling for their 
own benefit, as at this time they are 
agitating the question of having two 
umpires at each game. 

When a man makes a fair catch by 
clearly holding his hand over his head, 
no one of the other team is allowed to 
interfere with him or even throw tim 
down after he has made the catch »- 

All in all, the game ts been made 
much better, in fact, has been entirely 
déebrutalized. No part of a player's 
paraphernalia has any hard substarice 
about it and only the cleats of his 
shoes can be made of hard leather. 
Even papier mache is disallowéd. 

No kneeing, kicking or roughing a 
player in any manner that is Nabtle to 
hurt another is allowed. The defensive 
player is allowed to use his hands,..but 
nol permitted to strike a man with the 
heel of his hand. Even profantty dis- 
qualifies a player from a game .and 
flagrant, unspertsmaniike conduct will 
@isqualify him for a year. 

Owing to this high-class legislation, 
football has become the most scientific. 
strategical and beneficial of all sports 
for young men. Accidents are very few

Campbell senior, starting as a dray- 
man at a daily wage, which made it 
close figuring for the large and ac- 
cumulating family to make ends meet, 
managed as the years rolled by to be- 
come the owner of his own team and 
wagon, and then a number, until he 
owned a sizeable trucking business. 

James Campbell ig the only member 
of the original family alive today and 
the others never rose much above a 
comfortable living.

years old,” said Mr. Campbell, 
‘which was all the systematic schoel 
education I ever got. At the mature 
gge of 11, however, I decided I was old 
enough to make my own way in the 
world, and I began my career by 
getting a job in a. grocery store. It 
was to deliver tea and coffee and sugar 
to all kinds of, people. 

“T liked my job first rate. I have al- 
ways liked my job, no matter what it 
was, and I’ve filled a good many kinds 
since I was a grocer’s delivery boy. 

“By and by the war broke out and 
one day I was sent to deliver some 
groceries at the headquarters of an 
army camp just. outside of the town. 
The officer in command was Gen. Fre- 
mont, afterward known as the Path- 
finder. 

Mr. Fremont took a _ fancy to this 
little Irish grocery boy and made him 
the dazzling proposition that he throw 
up his $8 a month position and become 
a “messenger boy for him at nearly 
double the salary. 

Naturally the boy

The vicissitudes of Gen: Fremont’s 
business career Were many. On several 
occasions he was on the verge of finan- 
clal collapse, but always recovered 
himself. The General bought the South- 
west. Patific Railroad, which ran from 
St. Louis to Rolla, a distance of fifty 
or sixty miles. This road projected to- 
ward the Pacific and it was intended to 
be the starting link in a transcontinen- 
tal road. F 

Jim, the messenger boy, was pro- 
moted to a position in the land depart- 
ment, which he did not like very well, 
and from which he determined he woula 
get transferred to the engineer corps, 
which attracted his interest. 

His ready smiles and laughter and 
his indefatigable energy and willing- 
ness to do work and favors for others 
soon won the interest of the engineers, 
and “Jim,” by foresight and a little 
extra courtesy at the psychological mo. 
ment, obtained his transfer. 

Mastered the Technicalities, 
S Mr. Campbell modestly says about 
A his engineering experience, “I fol- 
lowed the chain on a number of 
surveys and thus got my taste for the 
profession.”” What he does not tell his 
listeners is that practically without any 
schooling, and without a tutor, he 
amassed all the technical learning by 
self-study and actual work in the field.

: Worth a Fortune at 26. 

T is absolutely astounding to think 
| of. The poverty-stricken little Irish 

boy working for $8 a month at 4 
had amassed what most of us consider 
a fertune in the 10 years when most 


boys have only arrivea at the necktie 
and girl phase of life. 

Don’t think that this portrays a wea- 
zened youth with serious, leaden face, 
struggling with set purpose for a goal 
of wealth. No one who nas ever known 
yJames Campbell in early life or later 
years ever found him anything but 
cheerful, buoyantly happy, with a laugh 
that is delightfully contagious. 

Mr. Campbell says in regard to his 
fortune: “I never made money in the 
Wall street sense of big speculative 
turns—I have made it in rather the 
saving sense of accrued profits from 
actual properties: bought, or negotiated 
paper of states, counties, municipalities 
and corporations.” : 

As @ matter of fact, Mr. Campbell 
has always been a money maker, or 
natural-born trader. In the first 10 
years, evén when a chain carrier, he 
became a land boomer and obtained op- 
tions on Missouri lands, which over and 
over again he sold at double the asking 
price. 

“He could see prosperity and’ emigra- 
tion ceming a year before anyone else,”’ 
one of his friends exclaimed. ‘“‘He would 
trade land for anything, apparently, but 
the advantage on the trade was always 
with Jim Campbell.” The fact should 
not be overlooked that the chair carry- 
ing Campbell rose rapidly in salary, and 
as an engineef he had ‘an income suf- 
ficiently large“to make quite a dent in 
the cheap Jand of Missouri in those 
days, when properly distributed. 

His Many Undertakings. 

HEN at attempt is made to ana- 
W lyze the makings of James Camp- 

bell’s huge fortune, one stands 
amazed at the multifarious activities of 
the man, all of which have been carried 
to success, 

His first big fortune as measured in 
millions was based on his excellent 
judgment in the purchase of Missouri 
defaulted’ county and township bonds. 
In 1878 there were 114 counties in Mis- 
souri, and of this number 74 were in de- 
fault of interest on county and town- 
ship bonds. .Mr. Campbell made a sys- 
tematic study of the natural and latent 
resources of these counties as bearing 
on their ability to meet their obliga- 
tions, and where he could determine 
that they must, with their natural re- 
sources, incoming railroads and influx 
of population, become ultimately pros- 
perous, he purchased as much of their 
securities as his means would permit. 

He, went further than. his actual capi- 
tal would admit by sedulously talking 
the bankers into mortgaging his hold- 
ings until he had several millions of 
this class of paper piled up in the 
banks as security of further loans. 

The defaulted securities were Selling 
often as low as 10 cents on the dollar 
and never above 25 cents—which was 
their ‘‘speculative value,” as the man 
of finance express it. So important a 
factor did Mr. Campbell become in the 
bond business of the State and so un- 
erring was his estimation of the coun- 
ties’ ability to meet their Obligations 
that he was looked upon as the expert 
on local destinies to an extent caused 
him to be elected by the counties to dis- 
entangle their financial troubles and 
settle their affairs. 

What Makes Success, 

R. CAMPBELL was inveigled into 
VM a discussion on what constituted 
business success. He said: 
“Tenacity and endurance count for 
more than genius in business success.” 
That Mr. Campbell lives up to this 
epigram is illustrated by the fact fhat 
ou June 1 of this year, 36 years after 
he: bought the numerous bonds, bearing 
annual per cent interest, he settled with 
Cass County, and for an accrued claim 
of $410,000 he took $390,000 new 4 per 

cent refunding bonds. 

That means 40 or 50 per cent of these 
bonds, representing a par value of $40,000 
or $50,000, but originally bought for about 
$7000, had increased in half a life time 
to nearly half a million. Long since 
would the average man have given up 
the fight to make the county pay its 
just debts. 

These big bond purchases naturally 
brought Mr. Campbell into the trading 
field of St. Louis, and in 1877 he opened 
a brokerage office and began regular 
dealings in stocks and bonds. 

With all the load of his already 
money making enterprises, “Jim’’ Camp- 
bell suddenly burst into the public 
utilities of St. Louis, and at the time 
he quit active business a few years ago 
he had control of practically all the 
public utilities of the city, which in- 
cluded the electric traction roads, gas, 
electric light and water supply.

H the one called the Bellefontaine, 


which as Mr. Campbeil fs said to 
have expressed it, ‘consisted of nothing 
but a good franchise and that a fine 
one.”’ The road was a single mule box 
car line—the kind that used to run 
over the cobblestoned roller coaster 
track, and one entered the car by a 
rear step. Campbell changed this line 
into an electric overhead line, and thus 
became one of the pioneers in electric 
transmission of this kind, for his road 
was the second one in St. Louis to 
adopt the electric system. 

Next Campbell reached out into the 
field of railroad building and ownership. 
One of the great enterprises he has de- 
veloped is that of supplying heat, light 
and power by high tension electric cur- 


rents from dynamos driven by natural 





water power. 

Mr. Campbell explains that a man by 
the name of Nunn had 4 great. idea of 
utilizing water power agd thus decreas- 
ing the cost of mining where they used 
coal befote.

ago would appear before the State 
Board “of' Parole’ and open wide the 
pridon doors to him.

Dwyer, who has for years been 
tracing: the evidence, has been dis- 
closed to the Board. Her story is one 
filled with romance. 
She is now living in Davenport, Io., 
the life ef an uprighteous woman and 
the lawyers refuse to disclose her real 
identity to the public, thongh members 
of the Board have been informed. 
It was in this woman’s rooms that. 
| George Weems was when the fatal shot’ 
that killed Conductor Ridpath while on. 
the way to his train was fired. Weems 
remembered the woman as Kitty Leary.. 
She now says that at the time she was 
going under the name of Kitty Miller 
and remembers leaving Des Moines the 
Monday fellowing the nurder, which o0-. 
curred Saturday. 
Love Instead of Hate. 

In the story of the woman there 
stands out the remarkable devotion she 
showed to a man who led her into the 
life of the under-world and there for- 
sook her. She became the intimate 
friend of one who has grown high in 
the respect of Des Moines people. He 
furnished her beautiful apartments and 
many luxuries. But he grew tired and. 
deserted “her. Her heart was broken 
and..sbhe:. drifted downward. She did 
not’ blush at the casual acquaintance of 
strangers. She took rooms on Third 
street, and on the night of the Ridpath 
murder was there with George Weems 
till, when the shot was fired, he rushed 
into the street and caught the dying 
man in his arms. Frightene*~ at the 
approach of police, he rushed back into 
her apartments, where he was arrested, 
with Ridpath’s blood upon his clothes. 
Not wishing to be mixed in the mur- 
der case, she fled the city. After a 
time she had an offer of marriage and 
accepted it. She bore her husband a 
son, who has grown into young man- 
hood. 
When she was discovered she was in- 
vited to the office of C. H. Murphy in 
Davenport and there Mr. Dwyer and 
Mr, Murphy tried to impress upon her 
the injustice toward an innocent man 
lying in prison for 15 years for want of 
her word. 

Cannot Pay the Price. 
S may be the man,” she would 
say. “If I could see him perhaps I 
could say so to you. But what was he 
to me? A casual acquaintance. My con- 
fession to save him, wh- is nothing to 
me, would make nry own son despise 
me; it would ruin me and send me back 
to where I was in the regard of the 
world, and it would wreck the life and 
fortunes of him whom I first loved, 
though wrongfully. He is now married 
and living happily In Des Moines. It 
would create a scandal, it would mean 
a divorce and disgrace to him. No, I 
do not care to do a thing that would 
cause a single injury to him.’’ 
Her own husband has left her, and 
he, too, is living in Des Moines at the 
present time. She is. working and has 
an excellent position, which she would 
lose immediately were her past known. 
She is respected in Davenport. 
“Perhaps,’’ says Mr. Murphy in a let- 
ter read before the Board of Parole, 
“were she an educated woman she would 
realize her moral responsibility and tell 
it all, but she has the cunning of the 
ignorant,” nd she fears even,in private 
to confess the whole truth, though she 
tells enough to make certain she is the 
woman with whom Weems was on the 
fatal night.

BERLIN Sept. 28.—Emperor William’s 
recent visit to Stockholm has enriched 
the orders and decorations on his breast 
by a very beautiful specimen of gold 
work, the grana cross of the Wasa or- 
der, with its accompanying chain. The 
highest Swedish order, the Serafine or- 
der, has been in the Emperor’s posses- 
sion for years. 

It is not exactly known how many of 
these brilliant things the Emperor has, 
but it is supposed that he owns 323 or- 
ders and decorations. Certainly he has 
more than either his father or grandfa- 
ther had, and has been seen with as 
many as forty-seven’on at one time. 

He possesses the highest decorations 
of all European and Asiatic states, in- 
cluding the much coveted Garter of En- 
gland, which he is very fond of wearing. 
All the Russian orders he wears and 
from Austria he holds 16. Since the 
Bourbons have been on the throne of 
Spein there {s both an Austrian and a 
Spanish Golden Fleece. 

Emperor William has only the Spanish 
Golden Fleece, because as a Protestant 
he cannot receive the Austrian decora- 
tion of the same name. ‘Nor has he the 
Grand Cross of the French Legion of 
Honor. His father and grandfather both 
held it, but Wilifam II, for obvious rea- 
sons, has never had this favor bestowed 
on him. Nothing, however, would please 
him more than to receive it.

» Defendants. 


CHICAGO, Ill., Oct. 10.—The United 
- Btates Court of Appeals today affirmed 

in the main the injunction issued by 
United States Judge Sanborn against 
Certain strikers at the Allis-Chalmers 
shops. The injunction was bitterly at- 
tacked when it was issued, labor lead- 
ers declaring it the most drastic on 
record. 

The final decree of the court in the in- 
‘Junction proceedings involved four lo- 

“@al unions of the national organization 
_of the tronmolders and some sixty indi- 
‘viduals who were members and officers 
Of the unions. 

An appeal from the decision of Judge 
Banborn was taken by the unions and 
presented to the Court of Appeals last 
fall. The injunction contained 16 para- 
graphs, each making a provision against 
the unions. | 

Of these paragraphs six were vacated 
entirely and three were modified by the 
Court of Appeals. The remainder were 
affirmed and allowed to stand. 

The following are those affirmed by 
the court: 

The defendants are enjoined— 

“From compelling or inducing or at- 
tempting to compel or induce by 
threats, intimidation, force or violence 
any of the said company’s employes to 
{aij or refuse to work for it or to leave 
its op 


o Threats; No Force 
“From. ‘preventing or attempting to 


prevent any person of persons by 
threats, intimidation, force or violence, 
from freely éntering into or continuing 
in the said company’s service;

Nine suggestions from which Park 
Commissioner Scanian may choose 
names for the eight parks about to be 
acquired by the city, have been submit- 
ted by readers of the Post-Dispatch.

The plan of permitting the people of 
St. Louis to baptize ths new parks was 
called to Commissioner Scanlan’s atten- 
tion by the Post-Dispatch. Mr. Scanlan 
gave the i@ea full concurrence, but ad- 
vised that the honors go only to St. 
Louisans of the past. 

The Fair Grounds, which it is hoped 
will be purchased within the next two 
months, is the largest of the proposed 
parks. A bill calling for an election at 
which bonds will be issued to pay for 
the property, has been passed. Another 
authorizing the immediate. purchase of 
the tract, will be passed shortly, ac- 
cording to the promise pf Delegate Ww. 
J. Brennan, whose Committee on En- 
grossed and Enrolled Bills has the 
measure. 

New Park Locations. 

The other properties to be bought are: 
Block between Seventh, Eighth, Soulard 
and Julia streets; block wetween Eighth, 
Ninth, Soulard and Julia streets; block 
between Ninth and Tenth streets, Ann 
and Shenandoah avenues; block between 
Tenth, Eleventh, Carr and _ Biddle 
streets; block between Twenty-second, 
Twenty-third, Division and O’Fallon 
streets; part of block between Tenth and 
Eleventh streets, Mullanphy street and 
Cass avenue, including Mullanphy Play- 
grounds, and the block between Cattage, 
St. Ferdinand, Goodv and Pendleton ay 
enu 

The cost of these parks will be $1, 400,- 
000.

The Bib (No, 1) is made of a heavy quahty of hand- 
kerchief linen and is to be worn over a quilted pad. The edge ‘s 
| scalloped and, for a dressy effect, narrow lace is gathered cn 
beneath the scallop. 

Dress yoke (No. 2) is made of French nainsook, lawn or 
any suitable sheer material. The yoke is joined to the dress with 
featherstitching or narrow beading. Edge of the neck is nnished 
with beading or lace ruffle. 

Cap (No. 3) is made of sheer linen and is worn over a 
colored silk slip, or it may be made of silk or pique. Sew the 
back together; gather the cap between the notches, then blind- 
stitch this around the crown (Yo. 4). Hem the ties, gather, and 
sew at each end of the cap on the scallop near the front. No.

Bootee (No. 5) is made of pique, heavy linen or silk. Line 
the soles and uppers with silk, sew the back of uppers, sew <cles.

The scallops and lining may be 
scalloped together. Finish bootees with a ribbon bow aercss 
the top.

Lay the design you wish to transfer face downward, on any flat | 
surface, and dampen the back with water until the outlines of the de-_ 
sign show clearly through the paper. A wet cloth will serve the pur- 
pose of dampening, but a small sponge is better. 
on which you wish to transfer the design on the table or on any, 
smooth, hard surface; lay the dampened design, still face downward, 
on the material, cover it with a dry sheet of thick paper or several 
folds of a newspaper, and rub with a slight pressure, using a handker- 
chief or dry cloth, until the design is entirely transferred, During the 
rubbing you may readily see whether enough pressure is being applied 
by lifting a corner or end of the design and noting how it is taking. 

The whole process is very simple and, after a trial or two, you 
should be able to make a perfect transfer to any kind of goods. Do 
not wet the transfer sheet too much, Do not wet the material, and do 
not rub the face of the design with wet or damp fingers. 

Several transfers may be made from the same design, it being only 
necessary to redampen the back of the design sheet for each additional 
transfer. The design may be readily removed from the material by 
washing the material in warm water and a little soap. The ink with 
which the transfers are printed is absolutely harmless, and will not in- 
jure the finest fabric. 

Cover or cut out letters in making the transfers to goods.

‘BABY: CLOTHES 


Fineness the Keynote 


Dainty Devices, Delicate Materials, Diminutive Designs 


Fine needlework is an essential in the wardrobe of an infant, and 
iew mothers, however slender their purse may be, are without some 
articles of fine embroidery among the little garments for baby’s wear. 

Not many mothers are able to spend $10,000 for an embroidered 
Outht such as graced the appearance of a certain Newport. baby, 
but all mothers with a little time,at their disposal are able to acquire 
just as rich embroidery, just as daintily made up, by the exercise of 
their own fingers in such needlework as usually makes a pleasant pas- 
time for the woman who is deft with her needle. 

Fesioon and garland effects are, at present, in the height of fash- 
3on for the tiny folk, who do not know the difference between a 
eock and a bib, except by the taste, and small figures are always the 
gorrect thing in designs for infants’ apparel. 

It is a pretty fancy to make a baby’s outfit with a general design 
capable of being appropriately repeated upon articles of various kinds. 
fhe bib and the bootee look all the daintier for having a similar pat- 
fern, and nothing looks sweeter than an entire costume worked in 
barmonicus decorations. 

Nothing is more easily made than the little cap shown in the illus- 
fration. For material select uainsock, fine cambric or good lawn; 
stamp the pattern and outline it with a soft flRng thread, run in and 
ut as one would run up a seam, only with larger stitches. Fill in the 
Xeaves and flower petals and, where necessary, double the thread for a 


over the face. Under the outer ruffle, on the left side, it is the latést 
conceit to tuck a large satin rose in white, blue or pink. Gener- 
ally ties are also of satin and a satin bow is fastened to each side of 
the cap so adorned. The effect is quite bewitching. 

Very little babies have the outer edges of their caps finished with 
just a simple scalloped edge. To this may be added at will one or 
two narrow frills of lace. In all styles of little hoods or caps a separate 
front effect is often achieved by embroidering the front edge on the 
wrong side, sometimes finishing it with lace and turning it back upon 
the top of the hood, like a shallow envelope flap. This is a pretty 
fancy and makes the cap appear more elaborate. Where the back of 
the cap is gathered to its circular headpiece, the seam should be neatly 
finished off and the joining edges hidden under a narrow band of 
featherstitching, briarstitching or any dainty needlework stitch known 
to the worker. The same stitching furnishes a dainty border to the 
bottom of the cap where it touches baby’s neck, and is sometimes 
extended along both edges of the tie string in place of-simple hem- 
a eS 

The tie string design is not only suitable for the ends of baby’s 
lawn tie, but also for mother’s as well, and for her silk and satin neck 
pieces. It comes in nicely to trim the corners of baby’s little sacques 
and kimonos and as adornment to pillow, cushion, sachet and other 
articles with corners to decorate with needlework. 

The lining of baby’s hood or cap is made of soft China or Japan- 
ese silk in two thicknesses, with the edges turned in and neatly sewed 
together. The white cap is just tacked to this lining, which may be 
of white, pink or blue. Hoods of wool are lined in the same fashion. 
The thickness of baby’s hood lining must depend upon the kind of 
weather he is to be taken out in, but it should always be of wash- 
able material. Quilted silk is a favorite for this purpose. 

To work silk and cashmere hoods, fill in the design with linen 
floss in loose stitches, so that the linen will not shrink at the expense 
of the design, or else use a soft filling silk for the purpose. Work 
crosswise with silk floss. Mercerized linen makes a pretty embroid- 
ery upon wool hoods for the reason that it never turns yellow in the 
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laundry as silk floss so often does, 

The dress yoke should be worked in the same way that the bib is 
and where it is joined to the dress the seam should be covered with a 
band of needlework stitches, of which fcatherstitching is most fashion- 


thickening of certain places in stems and spirals. When the scallops 
and de:ign have all been outlined in this manner begin to work the 


gesign. 
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For the material to be used for caps, dress yokes and bibs, use 
either number 25 or 35 mercerized embroidery cotton, which comes at 
two or three cents a skein. Use as fine a needle as will thread with- 
out tightness and work crosswise over the filled-in pattern, laying the 
stitches close together and exactly on the outer edge of the running 
stitches. In the spray design, as well as in leaves of a wider size, it is 
@ prettyidea, and one which facilitates work, to darn the leaf or else 
outline it with a stem stitch and fill it in with tiny knots. Either way 
oi filling in a leaf or flower petal is fashionable and very quickly accom- 
plished. 

When a bib has been embroidered it may be feather-stitched 
around the edge to a thick, soft piece of cotton material. Several 
kinds are for sale for the purpose of wadding bibs. A tiny frill of 
lace may be added to the very fancy bibs, but most of them should 
be simply finished with scallops. Indeed, scallops make an ideal fin- 
ish for everything belonging to a baby. The bib pattern makes a fas- 
cinating festoon design for the front of a little dress. Stamp it two 
or three times across the front of a dress for smart occasions, and, 
if the pattern is to be used in a christening gown narrow Valen- 
ciennes lace, or a group of tiny tucks, or featherstitching may be 
placed between the festoon panels down the dress front. Either nar- 
row lace or featherstitching should outline this panel from the little 
dress yoke to the hem or frill at the bottom. , 

A baby cannot have too many caps, and the design shown is equally 
suitable for a cap of fine nainsook or cambric or one of equally fine 
cashmere or crystal or heavy white silk. Wash caps are considered the 
most correct things for infants, but older babies’ might have this de- 
sign used upon their caps and the difference in size made up by the 
deep front frill which is so fashionable for older babies, from one 
to two years of age and over. The deep frill may be made of lace- 


able for a.baby’s dress. A tiny frill of lace is also often added, in 
which case the same kind of lace is required in the neck and sleeves. 
This yoke pattern makes a beautiful. design for a cape or round collar 
made ef any material. 

Some of the cunningest forms of needlework are made up into 
little bootees—mere scraps of material embroidered and fokded over 
baby’s wee feet. The bootee is. embroidered upon silk of plain surface 
or rep or crystal. Crystal silk is particularly popular for bootees, out- 
door hoods, wraps and capes for babies. Besides silk, bootees are also 
made of pique,thin kid, and occasionally of cashmere lined with silk. 
Silk bootees are embroidered with silk floss and so are kid ones, but 
cotton and other kinds are worked with linen floss or mercerized 
cotton, which is best for pique. Little straps of the same material are 
sewed to the top of the bootee and sometimes fasten with a bow 
and sometimes with a button. It is quite a fad to trim the tops of 
little bootees with one, two or three overlapping rows of narrow lace 
or narrow satin ribbon, and this is irrespective of the material of which 
the tiny shoe is built: 

Where the bootee is sewed to its bit of a sole the joining edges 
should come upon the outer side so as not to rasp baby’s roseleaf 
foot. Some persons bind these narrow edges with satin ribbon or cot- 
ton tape of a very narrow quality; others sew them down flat beneath a 
band of featherstitching or trimming tape decorated with some pretty 
needlework stitch. Sometimes eyelet holes in front of the bootce allow 
of narrow ribbon laces which are tied in cunning little bows. Very 
often, too, little bows of silk or satin, to match baby’s hood or cap, 
are sewed over the arch of the instep—where there isn’t any arch. 
Nothing is prettier than a small design of hand embroidery upon the 
toe of baby’s bootee and any woman can work these small designs,

Students at St. Louis Institu- 
tion Find Eternal Darkness 
No Handicap. 








A blind boy skipped along a corridor 
of the Missouri School for the Biina 
on Magnolia avenue singing “Open up 
the windows and open up the doors 


and let a2 little sunshine in.’’ He cer- 
tainly was letting the sunshine into his 
own heart and into the hearts of those 
who heard him. 

He went accurately along the hall, 
turned the corner of a stair, skipped 
down two steps at a time, passed atong 
a short corridor, made another tur 
through a door on to an iron platform 
and down eight steps across the floor 
of the gymnasium to a locker, from 
which he took a pair of roiuer skates. 

Judging from the freedom of his 
movements and the accuracy of his 
course, he might have had _. perfect 
vision, but he was blind. He had never 
seen ‘anything in his life, not even the 
faintest glimmer of light. 

He put on the skates at a bench, 
joking with other boys who were simi- 
lariy engaged; and.then struck out on 
the floor in the most fearless manner, 
doing the “Dutch roll,’’ skating back- 
ward and cutting circles on his roliers 
to the admiration of all who saw him. 

“Skating Hour” for the Blind. 

It was “gym” hour for the older 
boys, to be devoted to skating, and 
they entered into the amusement with 
zest. At one end of the gymnasium 
there was a break in the floor and the 
boys had been warned of it. As they 
circled the room they kept a foot away 
from it. How they did it was a marvel. 

Round and round the room they 
swung, avoiding obstacles and one an- 
other as if they could see perfectly. It 
was all done by the perfect sense of 
location and distance, which becomes 
another sense to the blind. 

Roller skating is a winter recreation 
at the school, introduced by Supt. 8. 
M. Green as an antidote to the neces- 
sarily sedentary and secluded lives led 
by the blind. Both boys and girls have 
their hours for skating at stated hours 
during the week. 

Of all the fornis of athletic recreation 
at’ the school none is quite so popular 
as skating, although both boys and girls 
heartily enjoy their calisthenics, dumb- 
bell and wand exercises and apparatus 
work.

“The number of piers might be re- 
duced to conform to the Government’s 
wishes,’’ said Mr. Fardwell. ‘The loca- 
tion of one or all the piers might be 
changed. That might mean an increase 
in the cost of a pier. More clearance 
might be demanded. That would aug- 
ment the height of the piers. 
Knowledge Necessary. 

‘Ts build piers at this time and with- 
out first knowing that the bridge is ito 
be built at Chouteau avenue would be 
like planning the foundation of a build- 
ing without knowing where it was to 
stand or how many stories it was to 
have.” 

President O’ Reilly holds that the plans 
for the piers may be approved at once 
and: that their approximate locations 
have been sounded. The height and 
width of spans will hardly be changed, 
he says, because they are in excess of 
what the Government requires.

Today “Southern sizes” are shipped 
only on demand, and that demand is 
a small one, restricted to villages and 
cross roads stores. Unless otherwise 
specified, the exporter in St. Louis 
sends normally cut garments.

Prior to the disappoint- 
ent in love, which seemingly un- 
Jlanced her mind, she was employed 
an office assistant by Dr. Lester 
Hier of Ironton, O. While acting in 
s capacity her mental condition be- 
me alarming and Dr. Keller advise 
r to seek a nge of surroundings, 
she went to Dayton, O., to visit 
iatives. 
In Dayton she accepted a position 
th the National Cash Register Co., 
as to keep her mind occupied, but 
e failed to improve, and shortly 
ter her return to her home in I[ron- 
n made several attempts to commit 
icide, once by leaping into a well. 
1 was given a hearing before Pro- 
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bate Judge Dovel and committed to 
the asylum. In the asylum she made 
another attempt at suicide by slash- 
ing her throat with a table knife. 

From the first the young doctor’s 
attention was drawn to Miss Kitts. 
Professional interest soon developei 
into personal sympathy, and from this 
it was a hatural and easy step to sym- 
pathy’s next-door neighbor—love. 

His talks with the girl and his ob- 
servations of her actions convinced 
the doctor that she was sane and en- 
titled to discharge. His open atten- 
tion to Miss Kitts and his champion- 
ship of the young woman’s cause soon 
led to a demand for the young doc- 
tor’s resignation, which was promptly 
submitted. 

PLANS FOR RELEASE. 


He returned to his home in Hyde 
Park and at once took preliminary 
steps looking to the girl’s release from 
the madhouse. He also went to Iron 
ton to enlist the aid of the girl's 
mother, Mrs. Lewis Kopp, in that ef- 
fort. She readily agrecd io his plans, 
after he had assured her that his in- 
tentions were honorable and that he 
would marry the girl immediately 
upon her discharge. A cousin of the 
fair patient, who lives in Portsmouth, 
O., will also aid Dr. McLeish. Should 
the authorities refuse to grant the 
request of the relatives of the girl, 
Dr. McLeish will take the case into 
the courts.

It has been a year-long battle. It 
has cost actors and managers and 
stage hands thousands of dollars and 
pr’ them to great trouble. A million 
dollars in bonds has been pledged in 
Kansas City for the appearance of

In the last theatrical season in 
Kansas City 2500 men and women 
actors were arrested and haled be- 
fore the Judge of the Criminal Court. 
Kach of them was forced to furnish 
a good bond in the sum of $200. This 
agegregaied 2 half-million dollars in 
the season. 

A separate and distinct indictment 
was returned against each theatrical 
manager in Kansas City for each 
actor and stage hand who worked 
each Sunday for 40 weeks. And each 
week the stage hands and box office 
men and managers of playing com- 
panies were arrested, arraigned in 
the Criminal Court and forced to 
give bond. 

Each Sunday of the 40 weeks po- 
licemen and deputy county marshals 
went upon the stages of every the-

All the untried cases are yet on 
the court docket. All of the 2500 
actors and actresses wno were indict- 
ed last season and released on bond 
are still under those indictments and 
are liable to be called back to Kansas 
City some day for trial. 

Isaac B. Kimbrell, Prosecuting At- 
torney, took the position that failure 
to secure convictions in the Sunday 
theater cases meant that the people 
were not in favor of having the the- 
aters closed on Sunday, and when 
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Judge Wallace called d special Grand 
Jury at-the beginning of the theat- 
rical.season this year, Mr. Kimbrell 
gave this as his reason for rebelling 
and positively refusing to appear be- 
fore the Grand Jury to present the 
theater cases. 

After tne Grana Jury had been se- 
lected, sworn in and charged by Judge 
Wallace, Mr. Kimbrell refused to tale 
the theater cases before it. In open 
court Mr. Kimbrell said to Judge 
Wauace: 

“I do not think that I am called 
upon to waste the taxpayers’ money. 
| have tried as hard as I could to 
assist Your Honor in the Sunday clos- 
ing movement for 11 months. But it 
has been a failure. Public sentiment 
is against it to such an extent that 
we coulan’t get juries to convict. my 
assistants and R. H. Field, whom I 
appointed assistant Prosecutor at 
your request, were unable to get con- 
victions.”’ 

Mr. Kimbrell then made the propo-

curred in my twentieth year, 

when, on my second arrest for 
alleged political offenses, I escaped 
from prison and the certain prospect 
of exile to Siberia for a term of 
years, and have now made my way 
to America. 

Born in Kovna, near Russian Po- 
land, of parents in comfortable cir- 
cumstances, I was supplied from my 
earliest vears with excellent tutors, 
and applied myself with such dili- 
gence that I have a familiar acquain- 
tance with most of the European lan- 
guages and several Oriental tongues, 
including two dialects of Arabic. I 
have specialized in philosophy, and 
have digested the tough volumes of 
Immanuel Kant and Baruch Spinoza. 
My poems in Hebrew have been pub- 
lished in the leading Jewish publica- 
tions of the world. 

It was through the great modern 
Russian authors that I learned to love 
freedom. Tolstoy and Gorky re- 
moved the scales from my eyes, and 
their teachings were enforced by 
George Brandes and your English 
Byron. I passionately attached my- 
self to the party of freedoth. 


A FORBIDDEN PLAY 


My acquaintance with the police be. 
gan when I was 18 years old. Witha 
party of students I attended a pro- 
duction, which had been forbidden, of 
Gorky’s play, “At the Bottom.” Gen- 


,darmes burst in and stopped the per- 


formance. One of them, who entered 
the gallery, where the students were 
sitting, marrowly escaped. being 
thrown into the pit. I had no part in 
this attack, but was arrested with all 
the others. 

I was released, but was informed 
that I would be under police surveil- 
lance. I was now subjected to fre- 
quent domiciliary visits, in one of 
which my library was seized. 

The police were particularly horri- 
fied at finding an English copy of 
George Eliot’s “Daniel Deronda,” in 
which a Jew is the hero. All of 
George Brandes’ works, which are 
proscribed in Russia, were confiscated 
along with Gorky’s books and my 
volumes of philosophy. 

I returned to my studies with ar- 
dor, often spending 15 hours a day in 
the most delightful.labor. But the 
bloody events of October, 1906, drew 
me again from the closet, for my 
services as a speaker were demanded 
by the leaders of the Liberty party. 

As I was the only man of our 
opinions in Kovna who could speak 
Polish fluently, I was asked to ad- 
dress a mass meeting of Poles. 


URGES PROTECTIVE MEASURES 


With all the fire I could command. 
| urged them to arm themselves 
against massacre and oppression, and 
reminded them that the Jews’ battle 
was also the battle of progress and 
freedom. At this moment I was 
seized by the gendarmes and whisked 
away, with 12 student companions, to 
the military fortress at Minsk. 

There we remained three months, 
awaiting trial on the charge of con- 
spiring against the Government. I 
was informed that it would be three 
years before my case would reach its 
turn on the docket, and that I should 
be confined until then. My certain 
fate, I was told, would be transpor- 
tation to Siberia for at least five 
years. 

I cannot say that we were treated 
harshly in prison, but this was large- 
ly because of the liberality of the 
chief guard, who had himself read 
Maxim Gorky. He perm'tted us to 
discuss with him the political prop. 
aganda for which we were impris- 
oned, and began to feel a personal in- 
terest in us, which grew into sym- 
pathy and compassion. 

Finally, we prevailed upon him to 
permit us to walk for an hour at dusk 
every evening fn the prison yard. We 
noticed that evening by evening he 
seemed to siacken his vigilance dur- 
ing this promenade, until he paid 
scarcely any heed to us at all. His 
relaxation of discipline appeared to 
affect the other guards, too, and final- 
ly we were convinced that a bold 
stroke would win us liberty, 

Ap aite: noon when a Leavy snow 
was falling was picked for the at- 
tempt. The prisoners still wore their 
students’ uniforms, which were fur- 
nished with stout leather belts. The 
lowest point in the fortifications was 
at the gate, the past of our friend, the 
chief guard. 

Whether through design or not. he 
avoided the gate on this evening. 
While a blinding snow was swirling 
ing through the courtyard, the little 
body of youths assembled at the gate. 
It was the work of a moment to 





buckle our belts together and lasso 
with one end a cornice which over- 
hung the gate. 

Up this ladder we climbed hand 
over hand,’ though our fingers, be- 
numbed by the cold, seemed unequal) 
to their task. Each moment the 
climber expected to receive a bullet 
in his back, but no shot was fired. 
As we reached the summit of the wall 
we leaped to the ground and made 
off, towards all the points of the com- 
pass. 

The last man had scarcely sprung 
to the ground when an alarm gun 
boomed within the fort. Our escape 
was known. In a few minutes gen- 
darmes burst through the gate and 
scattered to scour the city for the 
fugitives. I heard afterwards that all 
my companions were recaptured but 
myself. 


I walked coolly to the railroad sta- 


tion, where I boldly entered the first- 
class waiting room. I knew that I 
should never be sought there, where 
only grand dukes and millionaires are 
supposed to enter. I heard the po- 
Jice searching in the third-class room, 
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the hostler of the Captain himse'f 
who commanded the gendarmes 
guarding the frontier across which | 
was to escape. By a pec#liar irony, 
it was through the Captatn’s garder 
that I fled, and it was in -his stable 
that I hid until the moment: for fiigh‘ 
arrived. 

It was 3 a. m. when my friend and 
I set out to accomplish my’ delivery. 
I have never before or since experi- 
enced so cold a night. I groaned 
every time I breathed, the ey air so 
tortured my lungs. We trudged, more 
dead than alive, down allavs and 
across lots, for two hours, when we 
reached the Captain’s stables.

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-. New Machine to Make Paper 


OR many years experts have been 
engaged in devising some meth- 
od for producing in a satisfac- 

tory manner paper from cotton 
stalks, and now, it is said, a machine 
to do it has béen invented. With the 
new invention, it is claimed, farm- 
ers in the South will have great use 
for the discarded cotton stalks, which 
have hitherto been either thrown 
away or burned. It has been demon- 
strated by the new process the here- 
tofore waste product can be made into 
pulp and paper of a good commercial! 
quality. 

It is contended that the fiber in the 
stalk and limb of the cotton plant is 
considerably stronger than spruce 
wood fiber, and that it is almost a5 
strong as the fiber of the flax plan', 
thus making it possible to produce 
from cotton stalks a paper superior in 
strength and texture to that of ordi- 
nary wood pulp paper, and nearly 45 
strong as high-grade linen paper. 

The stalk would cost little, the re- 
moval of the stalks from the planta- 
tion being of great advantage to the 


cotton grower, who must spend a good 
sum every year in the removal of the 
stalks from the ground. With the 
raw material at hand, and at a low 
price, a new industry can be estab- 
lished which will add many thousands 
of dollars to the products of the cot- 
ton plant, 

It is argued that in regions where 
the cotton boll weevil has ruined the 
crop of marketable cotton. the cotton 





stalk can be utilized in the making 
of paper, as it would help to destroy 
the pest while wasting none of the re- 
claimable material. Heretofore the 
plants have been burned to ve Be 
the weevil, but by this method the 
whole plant is used, the leaves and 
unopened bolls passing through the 
mill so t there is no necessity for 
picking over the stalks.

of cotton stalk paper over that of 
straw paper, there is a difference of 
$4.10 in favor of the cotton stal<s. 
It is estimated that cotton-stalk paper 
costs $14 a ton, straw paper $18.35,

) Presage Eruption 


a HE startling discovery has just 


been made that Mount Baker, 

in the northwest corner of the 
United States, is pouring out sulphur- 
ous gases and vast clouds of vapor, 
that strange rumblings are heard far 
down within the bowels of the moun- 
tain, and that the mantle of snow 
and the glaciers that have covered its 
summit for centuries are melting from 
a‘heat arising from within. 
These are ‘he preliminary warn- 
ings which volcanoes always give 
before they burst forth in vomitings 
of smoke, ashes and. molten lava. 
It would not surprise the geologists 
of the United States Government if 
Mount Baker should be in active 
eruption within a few months, with 
clouds from its summit darkening the 
sun, its showers of ashes goverihg 
vegetation for many miles arotind and 
rivers of red-hot lava streaming from 
its crater. 
- But it is not only the eruption of 


Mount Baker that may soon occur. 


It is one cf a chain of inactive vol- 
canoes that extends all along the 
Pacific Coast range of mountains from 
the Mexican to the Canauian border. 
Geologists who ha » studied this sys- 
tem agree tnat when these volcanoes 


were active there was a sympathetic 


4. 
connection ;betweeh them, and thar 
the ‘causes which made one erupt af- 
fected all the others. 

And so, the thing now dreaded by 
geologists is that if Mount Baker 
becomes active the other volcanic 
peaks in the range may begin to 
erupt and there may be earthquakes 
and direful sinkings and risings of 
the earth’s crust and tidal Waves. 
No one can tell what may happen 
when the great volcanic peaks of the 
Pacific slope, which have been dor- 
mant for centuries, begin to erupt. 

Mount Baker is now the only active 
volcano in the United States. Geolo- 
gists estimate that not for 200 years 
has there been a volcanic eruption in 
this country. They have alwayr 
recognized the immediate territor) 
of Mount Baker as “dangerous,” and 
that if ever there should come vol- 
canic activity in this country it would 
be somewhere in tnat district. 

The news of the activity of this 
mountain, which has so startled the 
scientific world, was brought down 
from its summit a few days ago by 
two different parties of mountain 
climbers. hey brought with them 
photographs of the pillars of smoke 
and gaseous vapors as proof of their 
assertions.

One of these parties was headed by 
Harley Dodson of Bellingham, Wash. 
The other was headed by Ashel Curtis 
of Seattle. These two parties. as- 
cerded to the summit by different 
routes and did not see each other 
while on the mountain, but the re- 
ports they brougu: down about the 
activity of the mountain were the 
same. 

It was that there are two new 
craters 800 feet apart. From these

smoke was issuing in dense clouds 
and the sulphurous gases were sO 
strong that members of the party 
did not dare to venture near the 
edge of either of the craters. 

They reported that the rocks at 
the summit of the mountain, and for 
quite a distance down, were so hot 
that it was impossible to stand long 
in one spot. From the immediate 
summit the cap of ice and snow 
which was there when members of

the same parties ascended a year ago, 
had melted completely away. Farther 
down the mountain side the heat from 
within the rocks had so softened the 
snow that there were frequent 
avalanches of great masses of snow 
and ice that went thundering down. 

These explorers declared that as 
they stood upon the mountain top 
they felt the rocks quivering and 
trembling beneath their feet and they 
heard from down beneath the moun- 
tain deep detonations and rum- 
blings. 

Harley Dodson, who headed one of 
the parties of climbers, has made the 
aseent of Mount Baker each summer 
for several years and is familiar with 
its structure. ‘luis year he took a 
large party with him. 

Mc*nt Baker is one of the most 
difficult peaks in the West to ascend. 
For this reason it is a favorite with 
the hardened mountain climber. Many 
parties have tried to reach the sum- 
mit and failed. Last year the Maza- 
ma Club of Portland, which organiza- 
tion. numbers among its members men 
and women from all parts of the 
country, even as far east as Boston, 
attempted the climb. Almost every 
other difficult peak in the West had 
been scaled by this club before it 
tried Mount Baker. 

Some members of the club were 
successful in reaching the top, but 
many fell by the wayside and were 
compelled to go back to the camp on 
the 5000 foot level. 

This fall the two parties started 


at the same time. That headed by 
Curtis was first fo reach the summit. 
When he encountered the bare rocks 
where ‘before had been an ice cap 
hundreds of feet thick, and when he 
heard the rumblings and saw the 
smoke he turned back. Dodson’s 
party was the only one to make a 
thorough examination of the new 
craters and to make photographs o 
them. 

Mount Baker is 11,000 feet high. 
Sometime in the past, it may have 
been millions or only thousands of 
years ago, it was an active volcanc 
and the ashes which poured from its 
crater covered the country for hun- 
dreds of miles around. The white- 
hot lava that streamed from it ran 
in rivers for 20 miles. The mountain 
itself was built up by these emis- 
sions. 

But for countless centuries the 
great volcano has lain dormant and 
cold and it is classed in the geog- 
raphies as “extinct.” Accumulations 
of ice and snow all these years have 
covered the mountain to an enormous 
depth, and in summer the snow cap 
shone as brightly as in winter. 

But since the ice cap is melting 
and from the fissures in the old 
crater are pouring clouds of suffocat- 
ing gases, and strange rumblings are 
heard, scientists say it is getting 
ready to erupt. It may be an ex- 
plosive eruption that will blow off 
the whole top of the mountain in a 
burst of noise that will be heard for 
hundreds of miles, or it may be a 
“quiet” eruption. ! 

Scientists have no way of telling 
how a volcano will behave when it 
starts, but there are signs and fore- 
warnings of when an -eruption is

about to occur, and thte< a:c sow at 
work at Mount Baker, The periodical 
eruptions of Vesuvius are heralded in 
advance by jrst such rumblings and 
smoke pillars as are issuing from 
Mount Baker. Before the summit of 
Mount Pelee was blown off, annihilat- 
ing the city of St. Pierre with its 
30,000 inhabitants, it gave warnings 
of increased activity which, if the 
people of that city had heeded, all 
might have saved their lives. 

Happily there are no cities or towns 
near Mount Baker to be overwhelmed 
by its eruption. There are no settlers 
near its base even. 

Writing of this mountain recently 
Israel C. Russell, professor of geology 
in the University of Michigan, said: 

“It rises from the dense forest that 
extends from the Pacific Coast east- 
ward to beyond the Cascade Moun- 
tains, and is fully 25 miles west of 
the crest of the main range. From 
Puget Sound it is in full view on 
clear days and appears as a conical 
peak which from its form is at once 
seen to be of volcanic origin.”’ 

George Gibbs, a geographer, writing 
in 1873 in the jourgal of the *Amer- 
ican Geographical Society, stated that 
he was informed by officers of the 
Hudson Bay Co. and also by In- 
dians, that Mount Baker was in erup- 
tion in 1843, and that it broke out 
simultaneously with Mt. St... Helen’s 
which is not far away, and that it 
covered the whole country with 
ashes. It was reported that during 
this eruption a neighboring river, the 
Sxagit, was obstructed and all the 
fish' in it died, and also that the 
country was on fire for miles around.

It is not argued that the aeroplane, 
as at present developed, would be an 
effective battleship of the air.

really was, and actually began a re- 
treat, which was constantly acceler- 
ated, toward the Potomac. After this 
battle, McClellan’s right flank was 
but four miles from Richmond, with 
the road to the hostile capital open 
before it. | 

According to historians, McClellan 
could undoubtedly have captured the 
city, had he not been alarmed by 
his misinformation as to Lees 
strength. Instead, he subjected him- 
self to the humiliation of being pur- 
sued within sight of the capitol dome 
by the army of Lee. The Civil War 
might have en@ed on June 28, 1862, 
had Orville Wright and his fragile 
aeroplane been at McClellan’s com- 
mand, and thousands of lives and mil- 
lions of dollars saved. 

The lack of an aerial scout caused 
Pope to lose his campaign in Vir- 
ginia in August, 1862. He fell into 
the opposite error of underestimating 
the forces of his brilliant antagonist, 
and attacked him, in the second battle 
of Bull Run, witaout knowing he had 
been reinforced by the corps of Long- 
street. The Union troops were re- 
pulsed and again the roads to Wash- 
ington beheld their. panic-stricken 
flight. 

In September of the same year, Lee, 
attempting an invasion of the North, 
fought a drawn battle with McClel- 
lan at Antietam. It was a strategi- 
cal defeat for the Virginian, who was 
compelled to relinquish his campaign. 
He was permitted to retire unmolest- 
ed to safety. 

However, had one of the Wright 
brothers been with McClellan he could 
have pointed out, what the command- 
er was far from suspecting, that Lee 3 
force had been depleted by half in 
the battle and that it was without 
ammunition, With this information, 
McClellan could have pursued Lee 
and captured his army. 

Lee, in turn, suffered after the 
tremendous defeat of Gen. Burnside 
at Fredericksburg in the winter of 
1862, by want of information as to 


the losses he had inflicted. Burnside’s 
army had lost every tenth man, and 
was profoundly disheartened. As the 
Federal army, like a wounded snake, 
dragged its slow length along the 
highways. to Washington, Lee, be- 
lieving himself still overwhelmingly 
outnumbered, did not dare follow. 
Orville Wright could have pointed out 
to him that the psychological moment 
was at hand for a vigorous offensive 
campaign. 

In the next spring Lee was able to 
delude Gen. Hooker at Chancellors- 
ville by a time-honored ruse which 
an aeroplane would have exposed. 
Lee had crowded Hooker’s army into 
a corner, when he heard that Sedg 
wick’s division, 15 miles away, was 
rushing to reinforce the Federals. 


LEE’S CHANCELLORVILLE RUSE. 


Lee left a few lines of soldiers to 
present the customary front to 
Hooxer, while he, with the main 
army, hurried to intercept Sedgwick 
and sweep his army in fragments 
across the Potomac. Dazed by fear, 
Hooker did not discover for days that 
Lee’s whole army had not continu- 
ously opposed him. 

On the other hand, Hooker had won 
the first advantage in the engagement 
by stealthily placing 40,000 men at 
Lee’s right flank before the Con- 
federate General knew what he was 
about. With a fleet of aeroplanes Lee 
could never have thus been surprised.

Johnston having been slain, Beaure- 
gard took command, and finding his 
army cut to pieces and demoralized, 
retreated. Had Grant had aeroplanes 
to inform him of the extreme losses 
he had inflicted, he would probably 
have pursued Beauregard with en- 
ergy, and not suffered him to escape. 

It is declared by strategists that 
Missouri was lost to the Confederacy 
because flying machines had not yet 
been invented, on the ground that 
the Southerners, misled by inaccurate 
information, permitted the fruits of 
two victories to elude them. At the 
battle of Wilson Creek, near Spring- 
field, Gen. Lyon of the Union army 
was defeated and killed, but Gen. 
Sterling Price, not knowing he out- 
numbered the enemy two to one, did 
not press his triumph. 

Several months later, at the battle 
of Pea Ridge, Gen. Van Dorn badly 
defeated Gen. Curtis of the Union 
army.

't is the chief avenue of communica- 
tion for the farmer with the outside 
world.

An invisible netwo:k 
of lines, it has.inseparably bound the 
remotest country districts with the 
centers of civilization. 

There are now in.operation in the 
United States 39,3869 rural mail routes, 
serving 15,000,000 persons who were 
formerly almost outside the reach of 
the mail. Employment, fs given t4 


39,238 carriers, paid $900 each + per: 


year. The congressional appropria- 
tion for the maintenance of the serv- 
ice for the last fiscal year was $36,- 


000. 

Missouri, with its 1954 routes, lies 
in the center of the ‘area of greatest 
development of rural free delivery 
To the east is the champion State of 
Illinois, with its 2795 routes, the larz- 
est number in any state. To the north 
lies Iowa, the third State in number 
of routes, with 2415. Ohio, the sec- 
_ ond State, has 2518, and Kansas has 
1614. Texas has 1510 routes, the new 
State of Oklahoma has already 751, 
and even mountainous Arkansas has 
810. 

The omnipresence of the service is 
at once apparent to anyone who has 
traveled in the country. Along the 
mam roads an ever reourring sight is 
the cylindrical mail box of galvanized 
iron, with a small red flag above it 
to warn the carrier that there is mail 
within to be started on its journey. 
In the cactus thickets of Texas, on 
the steep mountain paths of Arkansas 
and the scorching plains of Arizona, 
the traveler encounters the carrier, 
the messenger of light, in his one- 
horse wagon, emblazoned with the 
impressive legend, “United States 
Mail.” 

The telephone, the trolley express 
ear and the mail order catalogue have 
afforded. the farmer a commercial 
emancipation. He is no longer at the 
mercy of the ancient and penurious 
etock of the cross-roads merchant, but 
has been placed in almost immediate 
command of all the resources of the 
city’s great department stores. The 
life of the country housewife, by these 
means, has been profoundly amplified, 
and she is now, in many sections, 
quite on a par with her urban sister 
in opportunities for shopping. 

But the rural delivery of mail, like 
the phonograph and the mechanical 
piano player, has conferred a mental 
and spiritual, as well as commercial, 
enfranchisement. Farmers tell yet 
with sighs of the long, laborious 
weeks of loneliness and isolation 
which they were once compelled to 
spend, without communication from 
the outer world. A president mizght 
have been assassinated for a fortnight 
before they learned of it, or a foreign 
power have fallen. 

On Saturday afternoons, if the 
farmer had time, or if it didn’t rain, 
or if the hesses weren't too tired, he 
would take the long drive into town 
for his mail, and obtain the accumu- 
lated letters, newspapers and circu- 
lars of the week. Often he was forced 
to go without communication from 
the rest of the world, like a cast- 
away on alonely island, for two or 
three weeks}and sometimes in the 
winter, during storms and snows, for 
as long as a couple of months 

But now, all this is changed. Each 
afternoon the countryman in the 
Southwest walks down to his mail 
box, easily accessible to his home, and 
Gnds in it his letters, and, most mo-

ECONOMY, SOT EXTRAVAGANCE 


é4 ITH the adoption of new conveniences of life by urban resi- 
dents, and the ever-increasing attractions of the city, espe- 
cially potent in their influencé upon the younger generation, 
the importance of affording farmers and ruralites generally every le- 
gitimate advantage becomes more and more apparent. 

“The rural free delivery has improved materially and intellectu- 
ally the life of great numbers of these persons. The history and ad- 
vantages of the rural delivery should be understood by our people. 
There is a feeling in many quarters that it is an extravagance and 
an unnecessary drain upon the postal revenues. 

“The first rural route was established in 1896, and at that time 
the postal deficit was $11,411,779. During the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1907, the expenditures for rura] delivery aggregated $26,671,699, 
whfle the postal deficit ~-owed a decrease, as compared with 1897, of 
$4,800,000. This would seen to show that while the expense incurred 
for maintaining rural delivery is great, yet it has been instr-mental in 
increasing the general postal receipts. 

“However, its benefits to the people cannot be measured in dollars 


and cents.”—Postmaster-General V. L. Meyer. 


age to 5 cents for the first pound and 
2 cents for each additional one. Such 
a service is at present in operation in 
nearly all European countries. Ger- 
many and Austria will transport in 
the mails packages weighing 110 
pounds, and Belgium will accept a 
single bulk of 132 pounds. 

It now costs 4 cents more a pound 
to mail packages from St. Louis to 
Kansas City than it does to dispatch 
them to residents of a foreign coup- 
try. It is obvious what immense bun- 
efits would accrue to the ‘farmer 
thrcugh the passage of the bill, ac- 
cording to the Postmaster-General. 

It is pointed out in corroboration 
of these statements that in all parts 
of the country the roads which the 
farmers are most interested in main- 
taining in good order are those trav- 
eled by the rural mail, and that in 
Iowa land along the country mail 
routes has appreciated 23 per cent 
in value since the rural post was in- 
troduced. 

With the proposed rural parcels 
post in operation, the farmer would 
find the purchase of his supj lies 
greatly simplified. Instead of the 
long drive to town to the store, he 
would mail his order and a muney 
order. In the next mail, perhaps, his 
purchase would be delivered at his 
gate by the postman. 

The service has also great possibili- 
ties for increased culture. Instead 
of traveling to a large city for books, 
he could join a library Am the nearest 
center, and whenever he wished a 
book, drop a postcard in his mail box. 
The book would shortly be delivercd 
at his door, at the cost of 2 cents to 
him. The Postmaster-General be- 
lieves that such a service would not 
only pay its own expenses, but wipe 
out the postal deficit. 

A bulky pamphlet is published by 
the Department, in which rules gov- 
erning the rural post are laid down. 
It is provided that a rove 25 miles 
in length may be established upon the 
petition of 100 heads of families in 
the same neighborhood, and that five 
families may use the same box. 
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A carrier is ordered to travel half 
a mile off his route to deliver or take 
a registered letter, or to deliver a pen- 
sion voucher. He is required to carry 
$5 worth of stamps, stamped en- 
velopes and newspaper wrappers 
about him whenever on duty. He 
must furnish his own horse and wag- 
on out of his $900 a year, and is al- 
lowed 15 days’ vacation on pay. 

So highly is the prestige of cafry- 
ing the United States mails esteemed 
that in Iowa several wealthy farm- 
ers are collecting and delivering coun- 
try routes in automobiles, on $900 a 
year. Two hours is the time it takes 
them to finish the day’s rounds. Many 
carriers use motorcycles and bicycles, 
but the favorite means of conveyance 
is still the one-horse buggy. 

Perhaps the most curious rural 
route in existence is that recently 
established by the Department on the 
Island of Guam, in the far Pacific. 
The carrier is a bare-legged native, 
and has six routes, each of which is 
20 miles long, and one of which each 
day he covers on foot. 

The parcels post in Great Britain 


has been in operation 25 years and is . 


recommended as a model for future 
legislation on the subject in the Unit- 
ed States. Many curiosities, as well 
as staple articles of trade and food 
stuffs, are carried in English mails. 
A live baby was posted in London re- 
cently and promptly delivered at its 
destination. A mouse was brought 
all the way from India. Several kinds 
of live animals are accepted if prop- 
erly packed, and tes are frequently 
intrusted to the mails. 

The big retail stores of London 
avail themselves extensively of the 
parcels post for the delivery of goods. 
Laundries return washing by its 
means. In Germany, where the rates 
are cheaper than even in England, 
boys away at school send their soiled 
linen home by mail to be washed, and 
it is returned to them by the same 
conveyance. The growers of spring 
flowers in Ireland are enabled by the 
mails to compete in Landon with 


France and Italy.
